f. D. PattuHo returned yesterday 
to his long-time advocacy of a $200,- 
000,000 public works program in 
Canada, and in the same address 
declared British Columbia would 
pay the principal of her debts 100 
cents on the dollar 

He was addressing a joint gather- 
ing of the Vancouver Board of 
Trade and Canadian Club, 

“I don't want to inflate,” he said, 
outlining his public works proposal. 
“1 don't want to take a dollar from | 
a man who has it, but he is going 
to lose it if unemployment con- 
tinues.” 

The difference of opinion be- 
tween his government and the Do- 
minion on public works was not 
one of principle, but of amount. 


CREATE $200,000,000 CREDIT 

He suggested sufficient currency 
could be issued to create a credit 
of $200,000,000, which could be 
loaned to the provinces on a per 
capita basis without interest. It} 
would be paid back through a sink- 
ing fund within the fifetime of the 
works undertaken. The increase 
in debt would not be sufficient to 
hurt the country’s external credit. 

While British Columbia intended 
to meet the principal of its debts in 
full, he believed both the Dominion 
and the provinces would have to 
carry out refunding operations to 
secure a lower rate of interest, for 
all were maintaining their integrity 
on borrowed money. 


WOULD MAINTAIN INTEGRITY 


The premier declared in his re- 
cent final negotiations with prime 
minister Bennett the question of the 
province autonomy had not been 
raised and there was no control by 
the Dominion over expenditures 
“within our own jurisdiction.”

We are not handing 
on to our children the task of paying for the 
war and for the railways we built in the great 
expansion period, We have paid those bills, in 
full We are handing on to our children the 
indefensible obligation that they shall pay them 
over again, and over again after that.

If we saddled the next generation with noth- 
ing worse than the cost of our national improve- 
ments and our war effort. that would not be so 
bad, for they could do in the next fifteen years 
what we have done in the last, and be done with 
that legacy of debt. But we are renewing bond 
issues as they mature for twenty, thirty and 
forty years, as chattel mortgages on the earn- 
ings of children not yet born, the paying of 
which will not cancel the debt nor even reduce 
it. 

Bond interest has cost Canada more in the 
last fifteen years than all the money eve spent 
and wasted in war time and all the money that 
had then been spent in “works for the general 
advantage of Caneda’—the “general advan- 
tage,” be it noted, of the gentlemen to whom we 
have paid the interest, quite as much as that of 
anybody else. 

If Britain cannot go on throwing money into 
the sink-hole of unpayable debt, neither can 
the taxpayers of Canada. As a matter of fact 
Britain is only paying half the interest rate to 
the United States that Canada is paying to the 
war profiteers who put their ill-gotten gains 
into “tax exempt” high interest-bearing Do- 
minion of Canada bonds. 

Britain is in revolt against the “swallowing” 
process that would ingulf it in the morass of 
usury. It is time the taxpayers of Canada did 
some revolting against the same process on their 
own account.

See this 
picture of yourself as clearly as though in a 
mirror and take the time to visualize your 
cheeks rosy with health, your hair shining with 
life, see your whole body brimming over with 
vitality. No matter what good thing you want 
to accomplish, see yourself as doing that thing 
easily and happily. Often, during each day, you 
are to hold these pictures before your mental 
mirror. 

Put considerable careful thought into the 
kind of a person you want to be. Remember 
you are painting a picture of yourself which 
will in a large measure come true, that is, it 
will tend to become an actual reality. This is 
because of the fact that your subconscious mind 
will try in every way possible to do what your 
conscious mind tells it. A strongly imagined 
picture of yourself as more prosperous, more 
happy. more successful, or more healthy will 
in time reach down into your subconscious 
mind, which will use these suggestions as a 
working model to copy. 

At all times see yourself in an ideal way. 
In this manner you learn to think well of your 
abilities. No man or woman can achieve any 
act of greatness who is constantly belittling 
himself. One of the fundamental laws of human 
behaviour is that to do your best, you must 
first think well of yourself as a whole.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION — Mrs. Gertrude M. writes: “I 
have terrible pains all over me about twenty 
minutes after eating even the smallest meal, 
such as one slice of whotewheat bread, cooked 
or raw fruit, and perhaps one cup of milk, 
Pains are from lower abdomen right up under 
the arms, especially around left breast. Puts 
me in a fever while they last, sometimes for 
half an hour.” 

ANSWER—The combination of food you 
mention is not a good one and produces exces- 
sive stomach gas which is probably the prin- 
cipal cause of the pains you feel after meals. 
Try using the wholewheat bread with one or 
two of the non-starchy vegetables such as 
spinach, celery, string beans, etc. If this agrees 
with you, you can be sure that your trouble is 
nothing worse than that caused by poor food 
combinations. 

QUESTION: Mr. George W. writes: “Will 
you kindly tell me what is chronic interstitial 
nephritis? Should the patient diet? I have 
read your health column and it has helped me.” 

ANSWER: Chronic interstitial nephritis is 
a disease of the kidneys. It may be considered 
a dangerous disorder. although many patients 
live for a long time before the disease develops 
in a fatal form. In its early stages it is curable 
through diet, exercise and the use of other 
hygienic measures.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1872 a militia 
general order 
read: 

“The formation of a Battalion 
of Foot Guards at Headquarters, 
Ottawa, to be designated the First 
Battalion Governor General's 
Foot Guards, is hereby authorized 
to be raised by Major Thomas 
Ross. The corps to be special and 
under the direct 
Adjutant General at Headquarters 
and to have the same precedence 
and status in the Active Militia 
of the Dominion as Her Majesty's 
Foot Guards in the Imperial 
Army.” 

The foundation of the regiment 
was well and firmly laid. Its 
history since is one of high honor. 
Many of its officers have been 
civil servants, thereby carrying 
on tradition, for not a few of the 
original officers and men _ had 
been members of the Old Civil 
Service Rifles, organized at Que- 
bee, when that city was the cap- 
ital of the Province of Canada

In this first principle of Liberal-

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Railway Development Pressing 
Public Necessity | 


By R. T. ELLIOT. K.C 


The chairman of trustees of the Canadian National Railway 
announces that in bringing about co-operation between the C.P.R, 
and the C.N.R,, there will be an abandonment of some “unpro- 
ductive” lines of the C.N.R. 

The public is no longer interested in the statements, statistics 
and learned addresses delivered by the high officials of the rail- 
ways. What is needed is action; with half a continent to develop 
the best the railway officials can do is to argue private versus 
public ownership—and discourse about savings due to cutting out | 
duplications of service. 

At least one-half of the total population of Canada is in really 
pressing need of improved earning conditions; and by force of 
necessity cannot listen patiently to pratings and babblings about 
economics. People with little to eat and to wear have still less to 
economize with. : | 

The national necessity is for some work of development which 
will bring about a major movement of population; provide homes 
and work for a multitude; and at the same time provide a great 
new market for Canadian products and commodities. 

This work has been two-thirds finished by construction of the 
line of railway from Edmonton to Dawson Creek. The cost of the 
remaining one-third, being the extension from Dawson Creek to 
Finlay Forks will cost less than ten million dollars; and there 
will be a substantial use of labor now on relief. 

The assets to be brought in active use by this railway exten- 
sion are known to be completely proven as to existence and prac- 
tical development once railway connection is provided; and in 
land value and mineral value are ascertained to be of a quality 
not exceeded anywhere on the North American continent. 

It seems that all the directing force in Canadian official life 
has been chilled by age and turned into non-constructive courses 
by fear of loss. The only official activity is along lines of Aitting 
down; not of branching out and developing known sources of 
national wealth which will in great measure restore the values 
destroyed by deflation. 

Just one short announcement by the C.N.R. trustees that the 
railway extension to Finlay Forks is to be commenced now and 
completed quickly would do more to restore public confidence 
than all the speeches and explanations that ever can be made by 
everybody from Prime Minister down. 

No nation. in the world has such an opportunity; the cost is 
less than a one-thousandth part of the assured returns; the people 
need the work and the opportunity; and the only thing we can 
get from our leaders is a renewed assurance that the nation is 
lucky to have such leaders. The trouble is thag they have ceased 
to lead; and are just talking against time while waiting for some- 
thing to happen.

VICTORIA, June 7.—With dele- 
gates in attendance from all parts 
of the Dominion “the national con- 
vention of the Catholic Women's 
League of Canada, part of a world- 
wide movement of Catholic woman- 
hood, devoted to public service, 
will open here June 25.

ONTARIO HAS LURE 

“Ontario has a greater movement

invested in fishing lodges in the 
last several years. 

‘The prairie provinces today are 


coming into their own in game 
fishing.” Mr. Poole further said 
“Prince Albert National Park in 


Saskatchewan has wonderful 
lakes with possibilities only recently 
realized. Before the province took 
over its natural resources Llack bass 
was introduced into Saskatchewan 
lakes. They were shipped in by 
plane and have awakened keen in- 
terest to the prairie angler. Alberta 
has streams in the foothills of the 
Rockies, which after being stocked 
with trout have carried the species 
far down into the prairies
